‘The prasent. voyage from Malta 
back to. the China Station occupied 
40 days in all. By far the worse — 
weather was experienced between 
Aden and Singapore when they had 
left the Island of Sdcotra., off the 
Arabian coast, ota! 

For five days they had to run

“actually, however, ‘the worst part 
of the trip was between Port Sai¢ 
and Colombo. We were fourteen 
days, at sea.

LONDON COMMITTEE PROPOSAL’ 


‘Lonndon, September 3.

ROBERT SCHOMBURGK 


‘Robert Schomburgk was born ‘In 
1804.4n Freiburg- Jan-der-Unstrut, 
and spent Os apprenticeship in .a 
merchant's office In. the neighbour- 
ing town.of Naumburg. A hun- 
dred years have now passed by 
since. he entered’ the Eng- 
lish service as German explorer 
In 1838, as in nis ‘ative- 
land he had been unable to find 3 


! position worthy of his umbitions. 


From early youth, he was inspired 
by an‘irresistible lunging to visit 


distant lands, ahd wag tireless’ in’ 


his endeavours to arouse the in- 
terest of German explorers. 
| His greatest wish was to travel 


over the world with Alexander’ von, 


Humboldt, undertake research work 
im foreign lands, and place the re- 
sults at the disposal of his own 
country. , Fate, however, had other 
things in store for this young mau, 
and he was unsuccessful in es- 


jtabiishing a connection with the 


German Geographical Society. He 
therefore decided on his own hook 
to go to the United States. This 
was in 1829, and in the: following 
year he ‘proceeded to the - West 
Indles, where he remained for a 


‘| considerable time at Anegada. Here 


he came into contact with the Eng- 
lish Governor of the island) who 
urged him to explore the small is- 
land, still un-discovered at that 
time, und above all to acquire full 
knowledge of the shallow waters 
surrounding the island, so danger- 
ous to shipping. 

His craving for knowledge made 
him accept, the offer with alacrity, 
and the results of his research 
work were ‘submitted to the Geo- 
graphical Society. iri London. His 
work was so favourably received in 
England that the Geographical 8o- 
ciety and: some rich Englishmen 
equipped him with sufficient funds 
to undertake a scientific expedition 
to British Guiana. . 

RIGHT MAN. | 


_In 1836 he entered the service of 
the Society, and they soon realised 
that they had found the right man 
for'the work. The country at that 
tlme was still practically unknown, 
and the exploring tours which he 
made into:the interior were so suc- 
cessful that he returned to London 
in 1839 where he was recognised 
by the Geographical Society as' one 
of the most courageous, scientific 
Tesearch travellers. The results 
‘of his travels were recorded in sev~ 
eral ymportant books, which were 
written in English and translated 
into German by his brother, Otto, 
They”caused quite a sensation in 
hig native country as well as 


| aboard. 


Practically all branches of na- 
tural science profited to such an 
extent by his investigations that 
the British Government honoured 
him by appointing him leader -of 
a Commission whose purpose it was 
tc. measure the frontiers between 
British Guiana and Brazil, and 
make further geographical’ and 


'ethnographical investigations. 80 


off he went once more to South 
America, where he carried out the 
aifficult measuring work entrust- 
ed to him and through extensive 
research operations galned fresh 
knowledge of the country. 
LONGING TO ROAM 

iIn 1844, he returned once more 
to England where, in recognition of 
his services, he was knighted by 
Queen Victoria, and entered the 
English. Civil! Service. In 1848 he 
Was apponted Consul and Charge 
dAffaites in the Republic of San 
Domingo, where he negotiated a 
successiul and advantageous com- 
mercial treaty for England. His 
longing to roam over the vrorld did 
Not allow him to remain.long, on 
One spot, and in 1857'he succeeded 
in getting the Government to ap- 
point him General Las for Stan 
at Bangkok. , 

From this point, he undertook 
several exploring tours ‘through'a 
country also un-discovered. at this 


‘time. He published the results of 


his research work in San Domingo 
and Siam in the Journal of the 
London Geographical Society, and 


‘|this brought him. new fame and 


recognition. Alexander von Huni- 
boldt referred ‘to ‘him in terms of 
the highest praise, and the English 


; Government showed its apprecia- 


tion by conferring upon ‘him one 
distinction after the other..In 1864 
he was seized with a longing to 
return to his native-land; so he te- 
turned to Europe .a sick’ man ‘and 
died at Schoneberg, near Berlix’ on
